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INTRODUCTION 


This Horticultural Folder gives you:— 

A plan of the Province showing the Horti¬ 
cultural Zones; a list of recommended fruits 
and vegetables for each zone and other useful 
and practical information of value to every 
home or commercial gardener. Keep it 
amongst your gardening books for reference. 

This folder will be revised from time to 
time as more definite information is available. 
Every enthusiastic gardener can help in this 
improvement by reporting accurately his 
experience with new varieties- No Zonation 
map can be perfect. Growing conditions are 
not uniform throughout each zone and condi¬ 
tions such as soil, site, moisture, proximity 
of large bodies of water or sudden changes in 
elevation cause local areas in each zone to be 
more favourable. When reporting successes 
with, or failure of, new introductions these 
factors should be kept in mind.

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HORTICULTURAL AREAS IN 
ALBERTA 

The Province is divided into seven horti¬ 
cultural areas, the seventh of which is again 
divided into areas 7a and 7b. The area as 
designated on the map are described as 
follows: 

1. 100-120 days frost free period (29°FJ. 
Ideally suited for horticulture when supple¬ 
mentary water is available. Elevation 
3,000-3,500 feet. Hot growing season. 
High evaporation. 

2. 120-140 days (29°F.). With supple¬ 
mental water this area will produce 
specialized crops. It is subject to severe 
Chinooks and fruits require an abundance 
of shelter. Elevation 2,400-3,000 feet. 
High evaporation. 

3. 120-130days (29°F.). Extremely dry area. 
Elevation 2,000-2,400 feet. With irri¬ 
gation will produce specialized crops. Not 
so subject to severe chinooks as District 
2. High evaporation. 

4. 100*110 days (29°F.). Area of limited 
moisture. Elevation 2,000-2,400 feet. Suit¬ 
able for all horticultural crops in selected 
areas. Moderate evaporation. Handhills 
are similar to Zone 6. 

5. 100-120 days (29°F.). Elevation 2,000- 
3,500 feet. Moderate precipitation, and 
low evaporation. Ideally suited to cool 
season crops. 

6. 90-110 days (29°F.): Elevation 2,400- 
4,000 feet, being low to the north. Vari¬ 
able precipitation and evaporation. 

7. (a) 90-110 days (29°F.). In favourable 

areas. The suitable areas are below 
4,000 feet. Ample moisture, low 
evaporation. 

(b) Similar to (a), but with higher sum¬ 
mer temperatures.

Note to Beginners: 

A suitable site, ample windbreak protection, well 
prepared land and vigorous one-year-old stocks of care¬ 
fully selected hardy varieties will reward the grower with 
a successful home orfhard. When planting the young 
trees slant them at a 60° angle into the 2 o'clock sun 
and cover point of union with at least two inches of soil. 
Most fruit trees are self sterile—that is the flowers will 
not set fruit when fertilized with their own pollen. This 
makes it necessary to plant more than one variety of each 
kind of fruit. 

An orchard of 15 to 20 trees as a first unit can be 
selected from the following: 

Crabapples—Osman, Robin, Dolgo and Florence. 

Apple x Crab—Rescue and Piotet. 

Apple—Heyer No. 12 and Ros. No. 15. 

Pear—Pioneer No. 3 and Brooks No. 18. 

P| U ms—Assiniboine, Bounty, Norther and Pembina. 

Cherry Plums—Dura and Opata. 

Sandcherries—-Brooks, Manmoor and Selected Seed¬ 
lings. 

Apricot—Scout and seedlings for pollination. 

Small Fruits—Chief Raspberry, Red, White and Black 
Currants, Pixwell Gooseberry and Premier Strawberry. 

When selecting varieties to start an orchard, check 
with those recommended for your zone.

Note: When planting distances are being decided give 
first consideration to the width of cultivating equipment 
and plant so that equipment available can be used. This 
means the rows should be at least 2 feet wider than 
width of cultivating implement. 

To estimate the number of plants required for an acre, 
at any given distance, multiply the distance between rows 
by the distance between the plants, which will give the 
number of square feet allotted to each plant, and divide 
the number of square feet in an acre (43,560) by this 
number. The quotient will be the number of plants 
required.
